The Trustees of the Hamlin 
Independent School District

Marvin Carlton, principal, 
outlined for the trustees the 
new program of more in­ 
dividualized instruction and 
said that while they were still 
having problems in some 
areas of instruction it would 
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Football season is now in full 
swing with the first two weeks of 
high school games behind us, the 
colleges have all kicked off their 
seasons and the pros will start 
counting their games now. 
While football m eans many 
different things to many different 
people, there is a special group for 
which high school football has a 
very special meaning. This is the 
parents of the boys who get out 
there each Thursday or Friday 
evening. And this group can 
probably be divided into two parts 
— mothers and fathers. 
Parents have to view the game 
with mixed emotions. There is 
always that nagging fear that your 
son might get hurt, but at the same 
time there is a great sense of pride 
in their accomplishments. No one 
but a parent can know the feeling 
that a youngster can have in 
defeat, nor the joy in victory. 
And at the same time they have 
to learn to ignore the comments of 
some 
unthoughful 
fans 
who 
sometimes forget that that kid they 
are degrading is their neighbor’s 
son. 
All of this was brought to mind 
this week when we read a column 
in the Eldroado Express News by 
Jannette Wilkerson. She is ob­ 
viously the mother of a senior 
football player and expresses the 
feeling of many mothers. 
“This is it! His last football 
season. Since he was in the fifth 
grade, I’ve sat in the stands watch­ 
ing him get clobbered, creamed, 
and smeared,” she writes. “Each 
game I’ve said a silent prayer that 
he wouldn’t get his brain scram ­ 
bled or a limb busted, and each 
week he made a sincere plea that 
should that happen, I wouldn’t run 
out on the field. So as the band 
played the School Song, they stood 
reverently, determined to defend 
the honor of their Alma Mater with 
total disregard to physical abuse.” 
“Yep! The last season of sharing 
every blow he takes, and as 
Howard would say, 
'sharing the 
thrill of victory and the agony of 
defeat.’ 
“So why am I not glad? Why are 
parents grateful to this sometimes 
brutal game? Maybe it’s because 
we realize football has taught them 
more about ‘life’ than they ever get 
from books, parents, or even 
Sunday school.” 
Mrs. Wilkerson goes on to point 
out the many advantages she sees 
in football for her son including 
team work, self-reliance, pride, 
integrity, sportsm anship, and 
spirit. 
“But,” she writes, “best of all, 
football has given them ‘Desire’ — 
the desire that comes from love 
and respect for the game, the team, 
and the coaches. They know how to 
be ‘do-ers’ — desire transformed 
into fuel to meet the odds, and isn’t 
that what life is, a game of 
challenge?” 
“That makes Winners!” 
she 
believes, “Even before the game is 
played — and that is something to 
think about. . . ” 
Now we realize that not every 
mother views the game of football 
with an open mind as does Mrs. 
Wilkerson. Many are never con­ 
vinced that the risk is worth it and 
these ladies carry a burden that 
none of the rest of us can ever fully 
understand. At the same time there 
are fathers who see themselves on 
the field each game and they too 
must carry a special burden when 
their youngster does not live up to 
their own expectations. 
As a parent who has already 
shared “the thrill of victory and 
the agony of defeat” with two sons, 
we join others in saluting all of the 
parents of this year’s crop of 
football players. There will be 
times when you think it will tear 
your heart out, but in the end it will 
all be worth it. 


Since this has turned into a sports 
fohimn this week, we might just as 
well keep it that way and issue a

Mourning Dove Hunting 
Brings ,Boom# to Area 


Since Sept. I Stonewall * 
County 
has 
become 
a 
hfthming place. The reason 
for the boom is the mourning 
dove hunter, ac coring to the 
King-Stonewall Soil and 
Water Conservation District. 
The mourning dove is 
common to the 48 continental 
states of the United States. 
Stonewall county is noted for 
its share of the mourning 
dove. 
Dove hunters find the 
mourning dove a very hard 
target to hit. The dove can 
obtain flying speeds of 40 
tittles per hour. This could 
account for the fact that 
seven per cent of the sporting 
ammunition purchased in the 
United States is fired at the 
dove. 
Since hunting season has 
begun, most hunters and 
lapdowners are after in­ 
formation about the dove. 
Besides being a very popular 
gprne bird, the dove has 
become a source of income to 
the landowner. Many hunters 
will spend over $500 on each 
hunting trip. 
Dove, like quail, feed on the 
ground. Dove have weak feet 
and can not scratch for food. 
They prefer to feed in large 
open areas such as harvested 
grain fields. Seeds make up 
over 99 per cent of their food. 
Ideal food areas include 
Onida with sunflowers, craton 


i 
' doveweed), pigweed, 
prickly poppy and sorghum. 
l*bese choice food areas 
should be good shooting 


another two weeks for the 
birds to be ready to leave the 
nest. They will reach adult 
size in about 3 months and 
have juvenile feathers until 
about 5 months. 
Hunters can recognize the 
difference between male and 
female birds. Males have a 
blueish gray color on the top 
of their heads and necks, 
while females are brown. 
Dove can migrate up to 3000 
miles. Most of the migrations 
usually come from the nor­ 
thern part of the dove ranges. 
A dove usually only moves a 
few miles each day during 
migrations. 
Soil Conservation per­ 
sonnel work with farmers and 
ranchers to provide for dove 
and other wildlife in their 
conservation plans.

These reports, directly from farmers are 
the basis for official estimates for Texas 
acreage of all crops harvested in 1967. 


To be sure this community is well 
represented rn the survey, 
Postmaster 
Hanke urges each patron receiving a card to 
fill it out and return it to his mailbox. 
Rural mail carriers working on this 
project are Marvin Lott Jr., Route One and 
Izella Hudson, Star Route. 
The month of September is a good time for 
area farmers to be planting cover crops. 
Cover crops such as small grains, late 
planted sorghums, or winter peas help 
control erosion on soil that tends to wash or 
blow. Land that has been in cotton, peanuts 
or other low residue producing crop, should 
be planted to some type of cover crop during 
the winter months. Now is the time to 
prevent soil erosion during March and April. 
Modern methods (rf farming are here. 
Parallel terraces are now being con­ 
structed to fit the use of modern multi-row 
farm equipment. 
In a parallel terrace system point and 
short rows are done away with. Fields with 
varying slopes may require tvo or three 
systems in one field with a few point or short 
rows between systems. Planned systems 
can be of great benefit in the control of 
erosion.

Soil Samples Needed to Plan 
Fall Crop Fertilization Program 


Without a soil test, it is 
difficult to determine how 
profitable fertilization is. 
That’s why soil samples 
should be collected now and 
tested so that a fertilization 
program can be planned for 
fall crops, according to the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. 
A profitable return from 
fertilization depends on the 
level of available nutrients in 
the sod before fertilization. 
Nutrients in the fertilizer 
must supplement those in 
the soU to insure an adequate 
supply of those nutrients 
needed. Since soils vary in

nutrient levels, this means 
that each soil and each 
nutrient must be considered 
and fertilize^ applied that 
contains those nutrients 
whose available soil level is 
below that required by the 
crop. 
Soil tests are used to 
determine which nutrients 
are deficinet in the sod and 
needed in the fertilizer. No 
profit can be expected from 
a nutrient applied to a soil 
that contains a high enough 
level to support yields above 
that possible by the most 
limiting production factor. 
Now is the time to collect 
soU samples for fall planted 
crops such as small grains 
and winter forages. Early 
sampling will insure time to 
obtain the fertiUzier needed 
as weU as to prepare to utilize 
the best application methods.

Soil Samples Needed to Plan 


Fall Crop Fertilization Program 


Without a soil test, it is 
difficult to determine how 
profitable fertilization is. 
That’s why soil samples 
should be collected now and 
teated so that a fertilization 
program can be planned for 
fall crops, according to the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. 
A profitable return from 
fertilization depends on the 
level of available nutrients in 
the soil before fertilization. 
Nutrients in the fertilizer 
must supplement those in 
the soil to insure an adequate 
supply of those nutrients 
needed. Since soils vary in

nutrient levels, this means 
that each soil and each 
nutrient must be considered 
and fertilize^ applied that 
contains those nutrients 
whose available soil level is 
below that required by the 
crop. 
Soil tests are used to 
determine which nutrients 
are deficinet in the soil and 
needed in the fertilizer. No 
profit can be expected from 
a nutrient applied to a soil 
that contains a high enough 
level to support yields above 
that possible by the most 
limiting production factor. 
Now is the time to collect 
soil samples for fall planted 
crops such as small grains 
and winter forages. Early 
sampling will insure time to 
obtain the fertilizier needed 
as well as to prepare to utilize 
the best application methods. 


The California Creek Soil 
and Water Conservation 
District, which has served 
portions of Jones County
